use wall papers and draperies of that 
color In libraries and private studies. 
3V>r writing paper, however, green is 
an unsatisfactory color. It imparts a 
reddish appearance'«to the -writing, and 
makes it hard to read. 


Yellow writing paper is not open to 


the «ame objection. In .strong day- 
light it is softer than pure whits pa- 
per, and in 'artificial light is not too 
dark. Black letters on a yellowish, 
background show clear and distinct. 
Many mathematicians uee yellow pa- 
per In figuring long and difficult cal- 
culations, and many writers have 
adopted it for manuscripts. It has the

merit 
of 
cheapness.—

Registration of Foreign-Born 


Sons Under the New Indiana Law 


With Thursday of the present week the first day for 


voters' registration under the new Indiana law, an opin- 
ion by Attorney General llonan explaining one phase of 
the registration act as it applies to the foreign-bom sons 
of parents now citizens-of this country, is of particular in- 
terest. It was given in reply to an inquiry from Governor 
•Marshall, and Mr. Honan holds that the registration of 
.voters' act will in no way prevent the registration of 
persons who came to th'is 'country as minors with their 
parents. The attorney-general explained -that when the 
father of such a person became a naturalized citizen while 
the sou was still a minor, the act made the son a natural- 
ized citizen. 
t 
But it was set out that if the father merely took out 


his first papers, declaring his intention to become a citizen 
such a son could only become a legal voter, by declaring his 
intentions to become a citizen. Such a son could registci 
for voting purposes, the attorney-general held, even with 
out taking out his first papers, but could not become J 
legal voter unless he took out his first papers before th 
election. "When such sons do not know what their father 
did concerning declaration of intention, they could legallj 
register and make affidavit on election day that they wer 
entitled to vote. 
In addition, the attorney-general said: "I shoul 


say unqualifiedly that any person who came, whe 
minor, with his Barents .to this country, and whose father 
voted and the person believing because of that that he 
was entitled to vote, and in good faith voted, would be in 
lio sense in violation of any criminal law of the state for 
having so voted. No prosecution against him could be 
.successfully maintained for voting under such circum- 
stances. While it may have been a technical violation of 
the words of the law to vote under such circumstances, it 
was not a violation of the spirit of the law." 


There was much English criticism of the caustic va- 


riety regarding the American senatorial committee's in- 
vestigation into the Titanic disaster. It was said to lack 
. decorum, judicial dignity and a number of other attrib- 
utes, but it should not be forgotten that it was necessarily 
undertaken hastily in order to be certain of having avail- 
able many of the witnesses whose testimony was deemed 
of first importance; -And it will-hardly be denied that it 
got far enough toward the bottom of things to disclose 
glaring failure to safeguard human life. The English 
wreck commission proposes to proceed more deliberately, 
but it remains to be demonstrated, that its inquiry will be 
more definite as to developing causes and conditions. The 
pace set by Senator Smith's inquisitorial board appears to 
have been' entirely too rapid for our calmer cousins across 
the sea.

K is said that Mr. Bourne spent $100.000 
to get himself elected to the senate from 
Oregon. This year, when ho spent noth- 
ing, he was defeated by a man never 
heard of outside his state. This seems 
to indicate that vast expenditures and 
preference primaries necessarily go to- 
gether. 


If that is so. poor men will have no 


chance, unless they can get rich men to 


!k them. However innocently this may 
done, the. thing is harmful, and may 


>ecome dangerous. • Xor should it be 
orgottcn tliat the preference primary 
lakes it necessary for men to cam 
wiign for the nomination.

is Sent by Taft to 


Congress. 


WHAT 
CONSULS 
SEE 


Washington. Mar O.-President Taft 


to-dav sent to congress the second in- 
stallment of the reports of consular offi- 
cers on co-operatiou and the cost of liv- 
ing which are the result of the investiga- 
tion he some time ago directed should 
be made. The countries included m this 
installment are 
France, Belgium, the 


Netherlands and Denmark. The reports 
are accompanid by a letter from Hunt- 
ins-ton Wilson, acting secretary of state. 


It appears from tho information col- 


lected, the acting secretary says, that 
the rising cost of living has directed a>- 
tention to and augmented the membership 
of the co-operative societies, mof« cs- 
peciallv in France and Belgium. 


" Co-operation in Fnnce. 


The French co-operative associations 


arc in the main arranged upon the same 
evstem as those in the United Kingdom. 
The tendency is toward small societies, 
and the great majority of the associa- 
tions represent groceries and bakeries. 
The most successful distributive societies 
'are in the manufacturing cities of north- 
eastern 
and 
central France. Among 


these, societies relief funds are admin- 
istered and insurance against illness and 
forced non-employment is supplied. Ad- 
rnneements are made with <kntistn, doc- 
tors and artisans for their services by 
members on a commission basis. 


The operation of the agricultural so- 


cieties has been especially successful in 
southern France.

societies by
